"The departm ent of state makes pub­ 
lic the following im perial edict appoint­ 
ing Viceroy L i H ung Chang as envoy 
plenipotentiary to propose a cessation of 
hostile 
demonstrations and negotiate 
with the powers, a copy of which was 
delivered by Mr. W u to the acting secre­ 
tary of state. 
"A n im perial edict forwarded by the 
consul the fourth (lay of tho seventh 
moon, to Governor Y uan at Tai Nan, 
Bhang Tung, who transm itted it on the 
17tli day of the same moon (Aug. Ii) to 
the Taotia at Shanghai, by whom it was 
retransm itted to M inister Wu, who re­ 
ceived it on the night of the same day 
(Aug. ll.) 
"The im perial edict, a-! transm itted by 
tho privy council, is as follows: 
“ ‘In the present conflict between Chi­ 
nese and foreigners there has been some 
m isunderstanding on the part of the 
foreign nations and also a w ant of a 
proper m anagem ent on the part of some 
of the local authorities. 
A clash ol 
arms is followed by calamitous results 
and caused a rupture of friendly rola- 
tious, which w ill ultm ately do no good 
to the world. 
We hereby appoint Li 
H ung Chang as our envoy plenipoten­ 
tiary w ith instructions to propose at 
once by telegraph to the governm ents ol 
the several powers concerned for th* 
im mediate cession of hostile demon atm 
tions, pending which he is hereby au­ 
thorized to conduct for oar part, for the 
settlem ent of w hatever questions may 
have to be dealt with. 
The questions 
are to be severally considered in a satis­ 
factory m anner and the result of the 
negotiations reported to us for our sanc­ 
tion. 
Respect th is.’ 
"T he above is respectfully copied for 
transmission to your excellency to be- 
communicated to the secretary of state 
for his excellency’s benefit.” 
W hile it is conceded by the W ashington 
official th at the conferring of plenary 
authority on Earl Li to negotiate with 
the powers for a settlement of existing 
troubles is a step in the right direction, 
it by no means is assured that the United 
States government will consent offhand 
to negotiations with him. 
U ntil the demands of the U nited 
States are acceded to it is regarded as 
highly improbable that the government 
of the U nited States or any of the Euro­ 
pean governments, all of which have 
made practically the same demands on music. 
Ohina, will consent to a "cessation of 
hostile dem onstrations.” 
The strong hope is expressed here that 
the Chinese government will accede to 
the demands eventually, and perhaps 
very soon. 
The following belated message from 
Minister Conger was transm itted to the 
war departm ent by General Chaffee.

Adee, by direction of President McKiu 
ley, presented to M inister W u for tran s­ 
mission to his government the reply of 
th* United States to the imperial edict 
appointing Li H ung Chang envoy to ne­ 
gotiate w ith the powers for a cessation 
of hostilities. 
The text of the reply will 
be made public today. 
This government, inspired by a deter­ 
mination to effect the rescue of the 
legatiouers besieged in Pekin, takos ad­ 
vantage in its. reply to .the edict to 
reiterate the demands previously made 
upon China. 
These demauds first were 
made by the president on July’ 28, and 
subsequently wAre reiterated substaati- 
ally. by Acting Secretary of State Adet 
by direction of the president.

demands for the protection of the m in­ 
isters and free communication between 
them and their respective governments 
and far the restoration of order in China 
form the keynote of the memorandum 
forwarded to the imperial government 
by the president.
